SCHOOL BOOKS. 



CRUELTY TO ANIMALS. 

Wo have freipiontly urged the necessity 
of instituthig in this city a branch of the 
"Society for the Prevention of Cruelty to 
Animals. " That it is badly needed will 
' be readily seen by a glance at our local 
columns this morning. There is told the 
atory of the brutal ill-treatinent of one of 
the noblest of the brute creation — the 
patient, willhig, useful horse. Shameful, 
is it not, that in a Christian city of 14,000 
people such scenes should lie enacted, 
and records of them rendered necessary 
in the press 'I Shauieful it indued is, yet 
there are apparently not a sutlicient num- 
ber of kindly souls in our midst to bestir 
thumaelves and put an end to siich a dis- 
graceful state of affairs. Runaway acci- 
dents, caused by men. maddened with 
liquor, are of almost daily occurrence, 
" and in nearly every instance tffe poor 
beast of burden suffers. In this cily to- 
day, if it will be believed, is being driven 
a horse whoso sides are daily painted with 
some black liquid in order to conceal its 
cruel sores. Tho shafts of tho hansom 
have penetrated almost to tho very bone, 
and the unfortunate creature is made to 
toil in this condition. Can such a state 
of allairs bo allowed to continue ? Is 
there no one with sufficient humanity in 
his soul to rise up aiid initiate a now 
order of things ? It is" a tilte fand true 
saying that "what b'6y^^fi{>dy's business 
is nobody's business," and^aUhiiiigh these 
happenings are familiar td^ffigst observ- 
ant pisople, there is nob6dy*to take the 
lead and put a stop to them. This can 
only be done through tho medium of 
some organized body, and the one for 
which we raise our voice this morning is 
pre-eminently the one which should come 
to the aid of tlio.se whose nature prevents 
them, unlike man, from defending them- 
selves. Hardly a city 011 the continent, 
with any pretentious to enlightenment 
• whatever, is without a "Society for the 
Prevention of Cruelly to Animals." How 
much longer is Victoria to lie under the 
stigma! - We earnestly hope that a move- 
ment will at once be nwde in the right 
direction^ ' TBosiB who begin the good 
work can bo assured of the sympathy and 
support of nine-tenths of tho people. 
Tho press always endeavors to labor for 
the public good, and we are sure that in 
this matter the different local journala 
will act as a unit in upholding the hands 
of tho men and women who will come to 
the aid of those whoi cannot voice their 
wrongs. 

THE ECLIPSE OP THE MOON. 



The recent eclipse of the moon, which 
was seen to such advantage in this city, 
was the occasion of very great interest in 
the scientilic iv^.rld. Unfortunately Prof. 
Pickering and the other experts at the 
Harvard observatory saw little or nothing 
of it, and it is needless to say they were 
exceedingly disappointed. The line ol 
observation contemplated was in continu- 
ation of that of last January, when, it will 
be remembered, the moon suffered a to 
tal eclipse on a drar night, and was more 
carefully observed than ever before. Ac 
cording to the official report of those ob- 
servations just written out, it appears 
that tho three observera, Mr. O. C. Wen- 
doll, Miss M. \Y. Whitney and Mr. ,1. R. 
Edmunds, recorded the (jccultatiuns (jf 
twenty eight stars. I'he obacrvations of 
tho Hoyden tlep.arlment of llie late eclijiai' 
were conlined to actinic deturuiination of 
the brightneHs of the lunar surface, llu' 
unit of light employed being that given 
out by a carcel lamp burning pure col xa 
oil and shining through a hole of one mil- 
limetre radius at a distance of a metre for 
a second. Six plates were taken during 
tlio eclipse with tho eleven-inch Draper 
telescope, besides iiuiiieroua other obser- 
vations. Din-ing totality the irregulari- 
ties of lightning and tho color of the 
disk wore very marked. The central 
point of tho shadow was perceiitibly dark- 
er than tho rest, tho color shading from 
deep red through gray to white, /vrhen tho 
edge of the umbra was reached; Auroral 
((low was carefully sought for, but not 
found. The eclipse was very successfully 
observed by Prof, Todd of Amhorat Col 
' lego. The atmospheric conditions wore 
fine, and many photographs of tho total 
eulipse and other phases were obt<kinod 
with the largo telescope. Professor Todd 
found that scores of faint stars were oe- 
cultivted by tho mooiijduring tho jirogress 
of tho eclipse, and that the illuniination 
of the moon's surface during totality was

To THK liDfrijiu—Last year tlu; piMiplf 
of Victoria doterminod to erect a hospital 
in commemoration uf the Queen's JubiUio 
year. A number of gentlemen formed 
themselves into a committee, opened a 
nubsoription and as a result 920,000 was 
sabsoribof! the Prf.'vincial Cmornmont 
ciuitributiuL; a like anuunit. 

,So far. till' action cif tlic coiiiniittui; was 
right and to bo coinmoudod by cveryouu. 
At this point they should have sougiit llio 
advice of those who have e.xport kuow- 
ledgo on hospital matters, viz., tlio medi- 
cal men of tiio oitU'. Instoad of doing 
tliis they made two mistakes; lirst, lliey 
ailed for [jj.ans fi'oMi ai-chitouls, the ri;- 
sult lioing that iiiDUtli.s of valuable; timo 
wuro wasted, Hud wboii tlu; arcliitects' 
plana wore oiicned, it was fiuiiid that not 
one of tboiii was suitable. The second 
iiiiatako consisted in their selecting and 
purchasing a site for the hofl|>ital. As 
most of your readers know this site is 
situated fully Iwoniilfia frnni tho oentrecjf 
the city and is at the junction of the Rich- 
mond auil Uadbmo Hay roads. After tho 
coinmiltcc hiid thus acted four inodical nion 
were added to tin; connnitttie, and for tliu 
lirst time had a voice in tho allairs of the 
jiroposed hosi)iUd. None of tho archi- 
tects' idaiiH proving good, they were a.sli(;(l 
to take the f(jnnididiou of the plans for 
tho hosjiital into their own Itmds; 
this tliuy accordinudy did, and they 
have produced a plan wlii(di will 
be found suitable un tix.iniinalion. In 
this nianiiur tho tirsL misUdiu of the gen- 
eral conimitteo has bueii reciitiod. 

Tho four medical men, in making their 
report <mi tlieir plan for the ho.spitiil, took 
tho oi)portunity to state tlujir ojiinion 
concorniiig the site selected. 'I'hey in- 
formed the «>mniittt;e that it Wiis a bad 
one, from the fact that it was too f.ar re- 
moved friuu the centre of tho city. 

The general committee met on Monday 
and look llu; report into coiisidoratioii. 
.■\s regards the plan Huijinit.ted by llu; 
medical men, the Imildiiig eijoniiittci; (nv 
i;xccutive oonunitlee <]f the i.'enc;ral coui- 
niittoe) were directed t o |)roeeeil with the 
bosphal on the lines laid down by the 
professional men, to oluboruto them, etc. 
A vote was then taken on tKo site ipies- 
tioii, and it was carried by 11 inajurity of 
those pri'3(;ul. that tin; (.!ailb( ii< 1 liay .situ 
be ailhcrcd to. Tlu) fiiuiniiltee thus al- 
lowed the medical men to atop in and put 
tl'.oni on tho rigiit path concorniiig tliuir 
lirst mistako. In regard to tho bocoikI, 
tlioy liavo seen lit to vote tu porjiotuato 
their blunder. Ono of tho funJainuiitokl 
principlos which govern hospitals is that 
they shall bo so situated that they shall 
bo "accussibio" to those who ebiully make 
use of them. The medical men hoM that 
the Cadboro Hay site is liot thus accessi- 
ble. The majiuily of the general com- 
mittee by their vote dotoriniiie thata [luor 
woman, applying as an out door patient 
for medical or surgical aid for her siek 
child must carry the child four miles to 
obtain tho Hamo — that any uiale or foniale 
rc'iuiriiig aid as nii out door iiatient, no 
iiiattur what liia or hor condition, whether 
lanio, blind or dobiliLated liy disease of 
long standing, mUHt also travel four inilou 
to obtain tho advice and inodiciims nuodod. 
Thoy have also dooidud by tlioir vote that 
any peimui gaining admission into tho 
hospital must walk \a\u iiiiles to roach the 
iiistilutii'ii, and that should tliu. wife,

THE MENZIES CASE. 

The Case OIoied-The Msglitrate Reterves Ills 

Decision Until To-ilay— Miiujles Depidea 
to Remain in Cmtudy. . 

The charge against Prof, W. E. Men 
zies was resumed in the police court yes 
torday morning, the first witness exam- 
ined being thj Chinese girl Ah Lin. 

Being sworn in the ordinary way, she 
said: My name is Ah Lin; I knov.' Mr. 
Meii/.ics and Ah Chee; first met Menaies 
at Mrs. Fowler's; Menzies took hoi to 
Mrs. Crawford's; know him before; stayed 
at Mrs. Crawford's place longer than at 
Mrs. Fowler's; went to Ah Cheo's house 
in a wagon with Mrs. Crawford, Menzies 
and Ah Chee. The whole four-were in 
tho wagon; wo started from Mra, Craw- 
ford's place and went to Ah Choo's; I told 
myself that 1 was married toAhCliee; when 
they drove away they told ine that if 1 
did not like Ah Chee 1 could come back; 
tho woman, Mrs. Crawford, and Menzies 
told witness that she was married to Ah 
Chee, and if she did nut like him she 
could come back; saw Ah Cliee give some 
monoj' to Menzies. 

To Mr. (iaiinaway — 1 have boon in Vic- 
toria for four years; was twelve years old 
when she came from China; I am about 
fourteen years old now; spent four weeks 
ill Ah Chee's house; was sewing at Ah 
Cheo's house during his absence: looked 
the door on the inside whilst Ah Ohoo 
was away selling vegetables; there was no 
ono in the house with me, but peopl 
lived next door. Ah Chee would go out 
in the iiKuning and would return for his 
moals; did not know the way to the 
Home. When I ran away from the Home 
1 went to INIrs Fowdor's house; the wea- 
ther was very cold; I did not have much 
clothes; Mrs. Hopkins is related tu Men 
ssios; Gardner took me to Mrs. Hopkins 
from Chinatown; was a long time ago. 
After leaving Mi's. Fowdor's Menzies took 
me to Mrs. Hopkins; Menzies paid Airs. 
Craw ford for iny board; Menzies came to 
Mrs. Crawford ut iliH'erent times; on 
Mcuiday, after the paper marriage license 
was brought back, the money was paid, 
and I was taken to Ah Chee's house.

.Jessie Fowler, swum, said she was the 
daughter of Mrs. Fowler, who was the 

matrmi of the homo; Mrs. Hopkins was 
the lirst matron of the home; she was the 
hiother-in-law if Mrs. Menzies; my 
mother succeeded Mrs. Hopkins; Miss 
Leake, the present matron, succeeded 
witness' mother; .-Vh Lin was in the home 
while Mrs. Hopkins was there; she was 
the lirst girl in tho home; her mother le t 
the home last .laiiuary: Ah Lin was left 
in the home; saw .\li i^iii again when she 
canio to our house; we were then living 
on Fisgard street between Blaiichurd and 
Quadra; lived with my mother ut the 
home during the time she was matron; 
Ah Lin came tu our house during the cold 
weather of February this year; the weath- 
er was very cold with snow on the ground; 
Ah Lin came there al nine o'clock at 
night; .Ml Ho was with her; she also be- 
longed to the home, and was about same 
size as All Lin; when thu girls came in 
that night tliuy said that Miss Leake had 
refused tu^give them .anything to; eat, had 
whipped them and turned them 
out; both girls were crying; thoy 
wore very lightly clothed. with 
handkerchiefs on tlieirhead; don't remem- 
ber how their feet were clad; thoy were 
shivering with cold; mother took them in 
and kejit them all night, think it was 
Friday night; nothing was done, next 
morning, as mother thought Mr. Gardner 
would come for them, but he didn't, and 
niothei keiit them Saturday, and on Sun- 
day t<dd them to go to Mr. Gardner's 
alone, but they cimld not get in; mother 
met tlieiii on Bhuiehard street, and asked 
them if they had gone to Mr. Gardner's, 
and they said they had not t found ,Mr. 
(Jardiier's wife in ; mother told them to go 
to thejllome, and they went there, but 
the matron wiiippod them again and turn- 
ed them out, and they came back to our 
house; they left our house and one went 
to iVlr. Cohen's and the other to Mr. 
Menzies; the latter's wifo. Miss Hopkins, 
and Mrs. Hopkins were living at the 
house at the time; Ah Ho went tu Cohen's; 
Ah Lin went to Menzies; am nccpiainted 
with Mrs. Hopkins; thoy are respectable 
people; Ah Lin was willhig tu gu, as she 
liked Mrs. Hopkins and watglad : to, l^e 
with her; Ah Lin could talk a'little Eng- 
lish. 

To the Court .\iii nineteen; am living 
on King's road with my sisters; my mo- 
ther didn't take them back because she 
expected Mr. Gardner t<> come for them ; 
.Ah Lin was taken to" Mrs. Hojikins by 
Mr. ftleiizies and Mr. Cohen; thoy took 
thoin to Mrs. Hopkins to provide tlioiii a 
home; she didn't expect to receive any- 
thing for it; they wore turned out of the 
Home and my mother could not afford to 
keep them. 

Mr. Gannaway said that ho had two 
other witnesses on this point, whom he 
would cull unless his honor was satisfied 
that Menzies was in lawful possession of 
the girl. 

His honor said lli.at they had better 
bring all their witnesses for oxamiuution. 

.James Cohen, sworn — Am a printer 
doing business on Fort street; am a mar- 
ried man; (uie night Menzies came to our 
house and wanted us to Uike ono of two 
Chinese girls who, ho said, had run away 
from the Chinese home; 1 consented to 
take one of the girls; the same oveniiig I 
went with Menzies after the girl; lirst 
went to Mrs. Fowler's house; she was not 
a home, but I heard she was at Mrs. 
Camjibeirs with the two girls; \vc there- 
fore went there; at Mrs. Campbell's we 
saw Mrs. Fowler, iMrs. Campbell and the 
two Chinese girls; they had little clothing 
on; thoy had only a coat over a single 
under-garment; thoy had on stockings and 
boots, but no hata; it was fearful weather; 
it was after the first cold spell and that 
night it commenced to snow again; Men- 
zies asked one of the girls (Ah Ho) if 
she would go with me; Ah Lin ex- 
plained this to Ah Ho, and said if 
she (.Vh Ho) would go with nie, she (Ah 
Lin) would go with "jiapa" (meaning Mr. 
Menzies); the two girls • came to my 
house ; they remained there about an 
hour; 1 had In go out, and when I got 
back they were just going away; Ah Ho 
remained with us between two and three 
months; my wife made her become gene- 
rally useful; she seemed contented enough 
all the time, and did not want tu go back ; 
she was in fear of being taken back, and 
when' she ^becirae ' Anyway 'unmanageable 
tho worst threat wo could hold out to her 
was that we would take her back to the 
Home; Ah Lin used to visit Ah Ho at 
my place; she would conio alone; I be- 
lieve both girls knew where tho Chinese 
Home was; I am sure Ah Ho knew where 
tho home was, because 1 heard her toll 
my wifo where it was located. 

To Mr. Taylor — These girls were home- 
less and friendless when T took Ah Ho 
in; 1 treated her well until she ran away; 
saw her after she left; saw her after she 
ran away at Mrs. CaiiipbeH'a. 

Mr. Taylor - Who is Mrs. CainpboH V 

SVitnoss — Mr, Campbell's wife, of 
course ! 

Mr. Taylor— Oh I 

After the laughter which thia answer 
evoked had subsided, witness reHiiiiied — 1 
did not take the girl bsck from Mrs. 
Campbell's; asked lior to como back but 
slui Would not come. 

To tile Magistrate — Mr. Menzies told 
llio the girl ran away from the Home; 1 
got no pay for hor; 1 paid for hor cloth- 
ing and expected she would in time make 
a good servant and thus ruiiiiinoralo me. 

William (J. Campbell, sworn — Live on 
Herald street with my wifo and children; 



my wife got acquainted with tho Chinese 
aiirla by visiting tho liome when Mrs. 
Fowler was In charge; reiiiomber Ah Hoe 
coming 'to "my homo; Mrs. Cohen aiuie 
after her to persuade her to return; the 
girl rofiised to go back; she seemed to bo 
stubborn and would not say anything; 1 
tried to persuade her to go back to the 
Homo, but she refused; went to see Mr. 
Gardner, in company with 'J'heo. West; 1 
told Mr. tiardiier the girl was at my 
house and asked him to have the kindness 
tu como and take her away; he said ho 
would como pruaently, but ho did not 
come; we had no place for hec at our 
hous^;a.nd;>)r^itied to get.nd uf her. ' 

This concluded the ovidoncG. 

Mr. Gannaway, addressing the court, 
said there sluiuld be some eviiloiice upon 
which a jury could convict before .lending 
such a serious charge fur trial. In this 
case of Mr. Alunzies there was no evi- 
dence of obtaining money under false 
pretense; the girh- -were -lawfully in 
his charge after they ran away from 
tho licune; it was while Ah Lin 
was at Mr. Crawford's that she met .-Vh 
Chee; it had been shown the girls were 
destitute, and in eoiisideral ion of board 
and clothing Ah Chee agreed to pay Mr. 
Menzies the sum of ^ilol) as cniiipensa- 
tiiui; probably Mr. Vrooman's demand of 
§200 was also for beiielits conferred ujioii 
the girls. It wan well know the Chinese 
expect to pay for their wives in the way 
of making ])reseiits to tho parents, 
therefore there was nothing unusual in 
paying iiniiiey in this instance. It had 
also been shown that Menzies had used 
every etfort to get the couplo married in a 
legal manner.; there were no false pre- 
tenses in this. There were no false 
represeutationsievpn,andthe6ervico8oftho 
gill to Menzies would have been worth 
the money Ah Chee paid for her. There 
was no evidence to convict, and he would 
ask the INlagist rat e to disiiii.ss the charge. 

The Magistrate said he would prefer to 
deal with the otler charges against the 
accused buforo deciding with this case. 

Mr. Tayhir said if accused was com- 
mitted now ho Would noi g,i on with tho 
other charge. Ho ,\ihiM like ihis case 
disposed lit at, mice. 

The Magistrate .s.aid he wmild take _tlie 
evidence home .uid cniisiiler il, carefully 
before giving his ileciiii.ii. lie wmlld 
adjourn the case niitil tu iiioriow nuirn- 
ing. 

Mr. Taj'lor— Now the ipioHtioii of bail 
is to be decided, your Honor. 

Prof. Mi'iizies -Ifyiiur lli iinr [ihtases I 
will remain in ciKstody until the case is 
sutlled-- 1 do not desire bail. 

The court then adjourned.
